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To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Chester  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1951.  The  Joint  (Medical  Officer  of  Health)  Committee 
for  the  Rural  Districts  of  Chester  and  Tarvin  was  dissolved  by 
order  of  the  Ministry  in  October,  1951,  and  the  report  is  now 
presented  separately. 

The  National  Vital  Statistics  show  a slight  decrease  in  the 
Birth  and  Infant  Mortality  rates;  and  a slight  increase  in  the 
Death  rate.  Locally,  the  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  slightly 
lower,  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  higher  than  in  the  previous 
year. 

Measles  (238  cases)  and  Whooping  Cough  (40)  were  pre- 
valent in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Dysentery  (25  cases)  and  Typhoid  (2)  were  all  cases  re- 
ported from  the  Mental  Hospital  . 

From  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  it  will  be 
seen  that  alongside  the  erection  of  new  houses,  the  sewerage 
problems  become  more  pressing  in  a number  of  parishes. 

Included  at  the  end  of  the  Report  is  my  Annual  Report 
as  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  on  the  Personal  Health  Services 
operating  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  in  the  South  West 
Cheshire  Division,  of  which  Chester  Rural  District  forms  part. 

I express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Stone,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  his  important  contribution  to  the  Report,  and  to  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

ITie  area  of  the  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  all  but  two 
of  its  Parishes  provided  with  a piped  water  supply,  they  are 
Claverton  and  Croughton;  in  the  former  parish  there  are  no 
dwellings  whatsoever;  and  in  the  latter  parish  there  are  but  6 
farms  and  dwellings  who  derive  their  water  supply  from  wells  and 
boreholes  on  their  ow'n  premises,  which  have  provided  a contin- 
uous supply  of  potable  w'ater  during  the  year  under  review. 

In  addition  to  the  Council’s  borehole  at  Plemstall  which 
supplies  ten  Parishes  with  an  estimated  population  of  3,285,  the 
Parish  of  Guilden  Sutton  receives  a bulk  supply  from  the  Chester 
Waterworks  Company.  With  the  exception  of  the  two  Parishes 
referred  to  above  the  remaining  36  Parishes  come  within  the  area 
of  supply  of  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company,  the  West  Cheshire 
Water  Board,  and  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water 
Company,  and  samples  taken  from  these  sources  of  supply  have 
shown  satisfactory  results.  Samples  taken  from  your  own  mains 
have  also  proved  satisfactory,  though  it  continues  to  be  hard. 

The  number  of  connections  made  to  your  mains  for 
domestic  and  non -domestic  purposes  during  the  year  is  20. 

Details  of  the  piped  supplies  afforded  in  your  district  from 
public  water  mains,  together  with  the  estimated  population  of 
houses  (a)  supplied  direct  or  (b)  by  means  of  standpipes,  are  shown 
in  the  following  tabulation.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A piped  water  supply  is  an  undoubted  necessity,  its  pro- 
vision is  an  added  amenity  and  can  usually  be  relied  upon  for 
its  purity,  but  it  brings  in  its  train  a further  necessity,  particularly 
in  Rural  areas  where  development  has  taken  place  around  a given 
centre,  that  is  the  provision  of  a proper  and  sufficient  sewerage 
system  complete  with  adequate  sewage  disposal  works;  further 
necessary  amenities  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health.  Un- 
fortunately such  necessities  cost  a great  deal  of  money,  the 
amount  varying  according  to  the  nature  of  the  ground;  another 
feature  is  to  decide  which  is  the  better  mode  of  attack : one 
sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  a grouping  of  parishes,  or  separate 
sewage  disposal  works  for  each  parish. 
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I hat  is  a problem  which  is  confronting  every  Rural  aj'ea. 
If  the  former  scheme  is  adopted  there  is  always  the  question  t;f 
unproductive  lengths  of  sewer  with  only  one  works  to  maintain: 
if  the  latter  scheme  is  adopted  we  are  confronted  with  the  fact 
that  every  works  requires  attention  which  meajts  additional  staff 
and  add^  transport  to  maintain  the  works  satisfactorily. 

I am  no  financial  wizard  and  ajn  not  prepared  to  discuss 
here  the  merits  or  demerits  of  either  scheme,  suffice  it  to  say 
that  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  provision  of  this 
service  is  a ‘must’  in  a number  of  Parishes.  This  is  evidenced  in 
the  case  of  the  Pajrishes  of  Barrow,  Thornton-le-Moors,  Elton, 
Dunham  Hill  ajid  Capenhurst  because  of  the  industrialisation  of 
this  area  of  your  district. 

In  order  to  dispose  of  the  sewerage  from  your  housing 
schemes,  public  sewerage  systems,  where  available  have  been  used 
i.e.,  in  the  parishes  of  Upton,  Great  Boughton,  Christleton, 
Littleton,  Huntington  and  Phlford;  the  remaining  schemes  have 
the  drainage  systems  treated  by  means  of  separate  disposal  works, 
some  of  which  are  of  the  Septic  tank  and  Filter  type,  whilst 
others  are  of  the  mechanical  type.  Altogether  there  are  17  sewage 
disposal  plants  in  connection  with  your  housing  schemes;  these 
are  in  addition  to  the  5 schemes  provided  for  the  parishes  of 
Dodleston,  Pulford,  Eccleston,  Aldford  and  Saighton. 

It  is  regrettable  that  unauthorised  interference  with  a 
number  of  your  sewage  disposal  plants  continues;  this  calls  for 
much  more  attention  having  to  be  given  to  these  plants,  thus 
making  the  cost  of  maintenance  higher  than  it  should  be. 

Each  year  the  position  is  reviewed  and  the  needs  of  the 
same  parishes  are  brought  before  you  but  this  year  has  seen  the 
completion  of  a large  part  of  the  sewerage  scheme,  for  Sa.ughall, 
which  to  my  knowledge  was  before  you  prior  to  1925,  and  even 
now  lacks  the  provision  of  this  service  in  the  Kingswood  Lane 
and  Coalpit  Lane  areas;  again  I repeat,  an  urgent  neecssity. 

What  of  the  remaining  parishes:  The  Bache,  Upton,  Great 
Boughton,  Huntington,  Christleton  (with  the  exception  of  Plough 
Lane,  Brown  Heath  area)  and  Littleton  are  sewered  to  connect 
up  with  Chester  City  sewerage  system,  but  development  between 
the  wars  in  some  of  these  parishes  has  moved  so  rapidly  that  the 
capacity  of  the  sewers  is  being  taxed. 

A scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Pipers  Ash  w'as  before  you, 
both  before  and  after  World  War  II,  and  whilst  its  necessity  is 
appreciated  both  by  yourselves  and  the  Ministry,  apparently  the 
hold  up  is  finance  (a  pity)  as  this  scheme  would  remove  a re- 
curring nuisance  from  34  houses.  It  would  connect  with  the  Great 
Boughton  system  and  would  in  fact  be  an  extension  of  it. 
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Barrow. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  this  year  is  much  the  same  as 
last  year  except  that  it  is  known  that  an  inquiry  into  its  necessity 
is  to  be  held  early  in  1952  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  necessity 
for  a sewerage  scheme  for  the  Great  Barrow  area  of  the  Parish 
was  established  and  agreed  in  1938. 

In  view  of  the  post  war  development  that  has  taken  and  is 
taking  place,  conditions  are  not  being  helped;  but  it  is  hoped 
that  its  necessity  will  be  established  beyond  doubt  and  sanction 
given  for  the  scheme  to  proceed  on  the  new  modified  lines  as 
indicated. 

Dunham  Hill. 

Here  is  a parish  which  has  been  before  you  as  a pre-war 
as  well  as  a post-war  problem;  for  such  it  is,  being  situated  on  a 
rock  belt  and  elevated  above  the  Frodsham  &c.’  marshes,  which 
would  appear  to  be  a natural  spot  for  the  situation  of  a disposal 
works. 

Your  own  Talbot  Road  housing  development  scheme  of  .36 
houses  is  drained  to  its  own  disposal  works  adjacent  to  the  site, 
but  suffice  it  to  say,  that  being  in  such  close  proximity  to  the 
houses,  it  is  subject  to  undue  interference,  which  is  not  conducive 
to  its  efficient  working. 

The  main  difficulty  is  to  abate  a nuisance  at  the  Old 
Quarry,  which  is  the  natural  point  of  gravitation  for  most  of  the 
original  village  development. 

It  may  be  that  when  circumstances  become  more  settled, 
it  might  be  considered  advisable  to  seek  the  co-operation  of  a 
neighbouring  authority  and  so  use  their  sewage  disposal  works  to 
take  and  treat  this  parish. 

Elton. 

A scheme  for  this  parish  has  been  prepared  to  embrace  the 
main  of  the  development,  and  which  would  include  your  post 
war  development  at  Whitefields  of  24  houses,  which  at  the 
moment  is  drained  to  its  own  disposal  works,  again  adjacent  to 
the  site,  and  subject  to  similar  interference. 

A suggestion  has  been  made  that  the  Council  may  like  to 
join  in  with  a proposed  scheme  for  the  adjoining  parish  of  Ince 
in  the  Ellesmere  Port  Urban  District’s  area,  but  terms  and  con- 
ditions ha.ve  not  been  intimated.  Maybe  there  is  hope  in  this 
direction. 

Thornton  - le  - Moors. 

Industrial  development  in  and  adjacent  to  this  parish  is 
proceeding  apace,  and  if  development  of  a residential  character 
takes  place  here,  the  necessity  for  a scheme  will  undoubtedly 
make  itself  felt. 
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Guilden  Sutton  and  Mickle  Trafford. 

Both  these  parishes  have  been  chosen  as  suitable  areas  for 
post  waj  development,  the  former  to  the  extent  of  30  houses  and 
the  latter  22  houses,  both  of  which  drain  to  their  respective 
sewerage  disposal  works,  but  this  does  not  obviate  the  necessity 
for  a comprehensive  scheme  for  each  parish  or  as  a combined 
area.  The  need  for  the  proper  treatment  of  sewage  in  both  these 
pajishes  is  most  apparent. 

Mollington. 

Similar  circumstances  are  apparent  here,  especially  as  there 
is  already  one  works  dealing  with  8 houses  and  a further  works 
proposed  to  deal  with  another  8 houses, 

A scheme  for  this  pajish  has  been  prepared  some  years  ago 
in  conjunction  with  the  Saughall  scheme  already  referred  to,  and 
its  completion  in  no  way  assists  to  improve  the  conditions  of 
Mollington  parish.  May  we  anticipate  an  early  change  of  heart 
so  far  as  the  scheme  is  concerned. 

Rowton. 

The  scheme  for  this  parish  has  again  been  before  you  and 
the  assistance  of  the  County  Council  to  iron  out  differences  of 
opinion  between  our  neighbours  and  ourselves  as  to  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  the  resp>ective  schemes  sought:  a recommendation 
has  been  made  but  ‘progress’  cannot  be  reported;  to  the  contrary 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  still  with  the  respective  author- 
ities and  worsening. 

Stoak. 


The  provision  of  a sewage  disposal  works,  whilst  being 
agreed,  has  not  yet  materialised  though  the  necessity  is  still  as 
great;  but  there  are  definite  hopes  it  will  transpire  before  the 
next  report  is  submitted. 

Dodleston  and  Lower  Kinnerton. 

These  conjoint  parsihes  each  have  their  respective  post  war 
housing  schemes;  the  former  drains  to  a public  sewer  whilst  the 
latter  has  its  own  small  works  for  10  houses. 

A sewer  is  provided  for  part  of  the  parish  of  Dodleston  but 
the  works,  which  have  been  adapted,  are  taxed  to  the  point  of 
being  over  loaded.  It  .is  just  as  essential  for  the  unsewered  portion 
of  E)odleston  to  be  afforded  this  service  as  that  part  already 
sewered,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  this  could  be  best  achieved  oy 
preparing  an  entirely  new  scheme  incorporating  the  parish  of 
Lower  Kinnerton  with  the  out  fall  works  situate  on  the  meadow 
land  by  the  Pulford  Brook. 
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Other  Parishes  which  now  have  partial  sewera.ge  schemes 
are,  Aldforcl,  Eccleson,  Pulford,  and  Saighton,  each  with  its  own 
sewage  disposal  plant,  all  of  which  are  in  need  of  structural  and 
plant  repair,  and  for  which  you  have  given  instructions.  Pulford 
has  already  been  attended  to,  Aldford  is  now  in  course  of  repair, 
and  the  remainder  will  be  attended  to  in  due  course. 

Your  Cesspool  Emptier  is  kept  fully  employed  in  emptying 
night  soil  and  cesspools  regularly  each  week  in  the  Pipers  Ash 
area  and  in  attending  to  the  vajious  sewage  disposal  plants  to 
your  various  housing  schemes,  which  number  18  in  all.  In  ad- 
dition numerous  private  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks  are  emptied 
during  the  year. 

It  has  ever  been  your  policy  to  co-operate  with  and  assist 
your  neighbours  as  is  shown  by  the  number  of  Cesspools  etc., 
which  have  been  attended  to  outside  your  area. 

In  addition  to  its  normal  daily  routine,  50  Cesspools  etc., 
in  your  area  and  28  outside  your  area  have  been  emptied  making 
a total  of  78. 

During  the  year  82  sewer  and  drain  tests  have  been  carried 
out:  76  connections  have  been  made  to  your  sewerage  systems, 
whilst  4 Septic  Tanks  and  Filters  have  been  constructed,  and 
tests  for  80  house  drainage  systems  carried  out. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  your  area  continue  to  receive 
attention,  and  steps  to  prevent  their  pollution  as  far  as  possible 
are  taken. 

This  is  an  example  of  the  old  order  changeth  as  w'ith  the 
latest  Act  entitled  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1951, 
which  came  into  force  on  1st  August,  1951,  the  duty  of  carrying 
out  such  inspections  passed  from  the  local  authority  to  the  Rivers 
Board  which  have  been  set  up  in  many  counties. 

In  Cheshire  there  are  two  such  Boards  known  as  The 
Cheshire  Rivers  Board,  and  The  Dee  and  Clwyd  Rivers  Board. 

Public  Cleansing  Service. 

A service  of  household  refuse  removal  continues  to  be  given 
to  all  the  Parishes  in  your  area  and  is  given  within  the  terms  of 
Section  72  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  in  respect  of  the  re- 
moval and  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  only;  the  wider 
aspect  covering  street  cleansing  and  watering  does  not  come 
within  the  purview  of  this  section  and  this  latter  duty  is  carried 
out  by  the  County  Council. 
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io  operate  this  service  five  vehicles  are  employed  and  the 
area  is  broken  up  into  four  districts,  two  of  which  are  referred  to 
as  the  urbanised  districts  and  two  as  country  districts,  each 
served  by  a refuse  removal  vehicle:  the  fifth  vehicle  is  used  to 
remove  household  refuse  from  The  Dale  Barracks  and  Moston 
Hospital,  including  the  Married  Quarters,  together  with  a new 
housing  development  at  Saughall  provided  in  connection  with 
the  housing  of  key  workers  for  the  Capenhurst  factory;  also  in 
the  collection  of  waste  paper  at  regular  intervals  from  certain 
collection  points  in  the  area;  this  is  in  addition  to  that  collected 
at  the  time  of  the  removal  of  household  refuse. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  5,680  dwellings 
in  your  area,  each  of  which  received  a regular  weekly  collection 
and  it  is  estimated  that  in  the  course  of  the  year,  over  5.600  tons 
of  refuse  have  been  dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £10,648  or  £1  18s.  Od. 
per  ton,  and  expressed  in  terms  of  dwellings,  £1  17s.  6d.  per 
annum  per  dwelling  or  8^d.  per  week  per  dwelling. 

Salvage. 

The  principal  commodity  salvaged  has  been  Waste  Paper, 
sorted  into  three  classes  namely:  1 Newspapers;  2.  Magazines 
and  Books;  3.  Mixed  Waste.  The  first  two  classes  have  been  the 
most  remunerative  in  terms  of  cost  per  ton  but  not  in  actual 
weight;  this  privilege  has  fallen  to  Mixed  Waste  Paper.  Other 
materials  salvaged,  but  in  a lesser  degree,  are  Rags  and  Ferrous 
and  Non-Ferrous  Metals. 

In  December,  1950,  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association 
Ltd.,  announced  their  intention  to  launch  a £20,000  Waste  Paper 
Recovery  Competition  open  to  all  Urban  authorities  and  in  which 
Rural  authorities  could  take  part  if  they  so  desired.  You  agreed 
to  enter  this  Contest.  At  first,  returns  were  not  encouraging,  then 
you  decided  to  offer  a bonus  scheme  to  the  members  of  your 
outdoor  staff  on  collection  disposed  over  an  agreed  monthly  ton- 
nage, and  this  scheme  seemed  to  have  caused  an  improvement  in 
the  recovery  yield.  Without  entering  into  a written  contract, 
Messrs.  Bowaters  agreed  to  take  all  your  waste  paper  and  to  pay 
the  following  prices  per  ton : —

which  were  subsequently  advanced  in  June  to  £21  15s.  Od., 

£20  5s.  Od.  and  £15  Os.  Od.  per  ton  respectively;  but  in  December 
a reduction  in  prices  was  notified  and  prices  paid  were  £17  5s.  Od., 
£16  5s.  Od.  and  £15  Os.  Od.  per  ton  respectively.  This  was  un- 
doubtedly the  ‘writing  on  the  wall,’  however,  the  following  details 
will  afford  you  some  idea  of  the  yield  from  the  collections  dis- 
posed of:  —

Out  of  the  figure  of  £1197  15s.  2d.  the  sum  of  £139  14s.  lid. 
was  paid  to  the  outdoor  staff  leaving  a nett  sum  of  £1,058  Os.  3d. 
which  went  to  the  relief  of  this  service. 

Shops. 

The  position  remains  the  same,  there  being  few  shops  in 
your  district  which  employ  labour,  and  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  take  any  action  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  ventil- 
ation, temperature,  or  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

One  complaint  was  made  during  the  year  and- observations 
made,  as  a result  of  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  offer  certain 
advice  which  resulted  in  improved  conditions. 

At  this  point  it  is  advisable  to  mention  that  there  have 
been  complaints  regarding  the  emission  of  noxious  fumes  by  a 
well-known  firm  in  the  production  of  a national  product  which 
has  caused  and  is  causing  some  concern  to  all  parties  concerned; 
but  it  is  my  opinion  that  attempts  to  find  a suitable  remedy  will 
eventually  be  rewarded  with  success. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  not  any  public  or  privately  owned  swimming 
baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public,  situate  in  your  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  against  these 
pests  during  the  year. 

Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces. 

There  are  53  such  premises  on  your  registers  including  The 
Ministry  of  Supply  Depots  at  Capenhurst,  Bridge  Trafford  and 
Hapsford  and  the  M.E.C.  Factory  at  Thornton -le- Moors. 
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Rodent  Control. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  came  into 
force  on  31st  March,  1950,  and  under  it,  all  Local  Authorities  are 
directly  vested,  and  they  are  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  area 
is  kept  free  from  rats  and  mice  as  far  as  practicable,  but  it  is  also 
incumbent  upon  householders  also  to  notify  the  local  authority 
in  writing  of  the  presence  of  either,  on  or  about  their  premises. 
It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  occupier  of  premises  to  take  steps  to  rid 
the  premises  of  rates  or  mice,  and  to  keep  his  premises  free  from 
infestation.  The  local  authority  can  also  require  that  premises 
shall  be  rendered  rat  proof  and  sheds  or  places  with  wooden  floors 
raised  above  ground  level. 

After  due  consideration  of  the  implications  of  all  the  sections 
of  this  act  you  decided  to  appoint  your  own  Rat  Catcher  who 
commenced  his  duties  on  the  11th  December,  1950,  and  since 
that  date  to  31st  December,  1951,  he  has  made  systematic  inspect- 
ions of  your  area  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the  work

Hutted  Camps. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  six  camps  for 
which  you  acted  as  Agents  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Local 
Government  and  Planning,  now  known  as  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  containing  in  all  40  hutments  with  a 
population  of  150,  and  you  decided,  as  a matter  of  policy,  to 
dispose  of  huts  as  they  became  vacant  ajid  as  you  re-housed 
the  tenants.  Early  in  July  the  hutments  at  Meadow  Villas, 
Thom  ton -le- Moors,  became  vacajit  as  the  result  of  re-housing 
the  tenants  and  the  camp  closed;  then  in  October  the  occupants 
of  hutments  at  Church  Lane  (N.F.S.)  Upton,  were  re-housed  and 
the  hutments  demolished,  and  gradually  the  remaining  hutted 
camps  are  being  reduced  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
position  at  31st  December,  1951.

Ice  Cream. 

Nine  applications  for  registration  for  the  sale  and  storage 
of  Ice  Cream  were  received  during  the  year  making  a total  of 
31  and  2 manufacturers. 

With  the  exception  of  the  two  manufacturers,  the  Ice 
Cream  sold  is  supplied  by  wholesale  manufacturers  of  repute  and 
enquiries  made  of  the  local  authorities  in  whose  area  the  com- 
modity is  made  have  elicited  favourable  replies. 

It  is  somewhat  incongruous  that  the  two  manufacturers  are 
no  longer  manufacturing,  so  that  it  has  not  been  necessary  for 
samples  to  be  taken;  the  request  has  however  been  made  for  the 
registration  to  be  retained,  as  in  the  event  of  reverting  to  manu- 
facture prior  intimation  would  be  forthcoming;  and  in  any  case, 
the  premises  are  visited  to  check  this  point. 

Prepared  Foods. 

One  further  application  for  registration  of  persons  and 
premises  for  the  manufacture  of  preserved  foods  intended  for 
sale  has  been  received  and  approved,  and  one  discontinued,  .^o 
that  there  are  1 1 persons  and  premises  on  your  register.  Inspect- 
ions of  all  the  premises  are  carried  out  at  irregular  intervals,  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  standard  of  preparation  and 
storage  is  satisfactory. 

Byelaws. 

You  made  and  had  approved,  on  the  lines  of  the  model 
byelaws.  Byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the  Act  for  securing  the 
observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in 
connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  Food 
and  Sale  of  Food  in  the  Open  Air,  copies  of  which  have  been 
circulated  to  all  food  distributors  in  your  area.

YEAR  1951. 


INTRODUCTION. 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Councillor 
J.  Groome,  of  Ellesmere  Port  Urban  District  Council,  retired  from 
the  Chair,  which  he  had  held  since  the  formation  of  the  Com- 
mittee in  1948.  He  was  succeeded  by  the  Vice-Chairman, 
Councillor  S.  Grimshaw,  Chester  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Committee  decided  during  the  year  to  recommend  the 
County  Council  to  change  the  name  of  the  Division  from  “Elles- 
mere Port”  to  “South  West  Cheshire.” 

The  Committee  has  held  1 1 Meetings  during  the  year,  the 
average  attendance  being  15  members  out  of  a total  of  37. 

The  Division  comprises  the  Ellesmere  Port  and  Hoole  Urban 
Districts  and  Chester  and  Tarvin  Rural  Districts.  The  total 
population  according  to  the  provisional  census  figures  taken  in 
1951  was  81,441  and  the  area  is  116,086  acres,  which  is  the  equiv- 
alent of  0.70  persons  per  acre.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
is  20,928  and  the  combined  rateable  value  is  £477,276. 

The  provision  of  Child  Welfare  Centres  is  now  fairly  well 
distributed  throughout  the  Divisional  Area.  There  remain  just  one 
or  two  isolated  Centres  of  population  that  are  without  these 
amenities,  notably  Boughton  and  Ince. 

There  is  still  a popular  demand  for  places  in  the  two  Day 
Nurseries.  This  is  especially  the  case  at  the  Ellesmere  Port  Day 
Nursery,  where  a large  Waiting  List  is  always  maintained.  The 
attendance  figures  at  both  Day  Nurseries  are  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Minor  ailments  and  infectious  diseases  are  the 
chief  factors  causing  periodic  fluctuations  in  attendances,  and  so 
reducing  the  daily  average  attendances  to  a modest  level. 

The  work  of  the  Ambulance  Service  shows  no  material 
change  from  the  previous  year  when  the  Committee  recommended 
a further  Ambulance,  together  with  driver  and  attendant  for  its 
more  efficient  operation.  The  Service  continued  during  the  year 
to  operate  under  difficulties  with  a minimum  number  of  am- 
bulances and  staff.  The  need  for  more  adequate  Depot  accom- 
modation is  a matter  for  urgent  consideration  also. 
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Prevention,  Care  and  After-care  of  Tuberculosis  continues 
to  occupy  much  of  the  time  and  activities  of  the  office  staff  and 
the  County  Health  Visitors,  and  involves  regular  visits  to  the 
homes  of  persons  on  the  Register,  enquiries  into  housing  conditions 
and  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  contacts  of  new  cases. 
There  is  much  activity  also  in  dealing  with  the  problems  of  the 
aged,  sick  and  infirm  who  are  visited  with  regularity  until  Hospit.il 
or  other  suitable  accommodation  is  found  for  them. 

There  has  been  steady  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Domestic 
Help  Service.  A great  numl^r  of  those  using  this  Scheme  are  the 
aged,  sick  and  infirm,  many  of  whom  are  unable,  or  in  some  cases 
unwilling  to  secure  hospitaj  accommodation.

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SPECIAL  COMMENTS. 

Welfare  Centres. 

The  question  of  supplying  and  fitting  a new  boiler  at  the 
Ellesmere  Port  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  discussed  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  a quotation  for  this  work  was  referred  to  the  District 
Architect  for  his  consideration  and  any  necessary  action.  The 
Committee  recommended  the  conversion  of  part  of  the  pram 
shelter  into  an  additional  Dental  Clinic.  Consideration  of  the 
conversion  of  the  rest  of  the  pram  shelter  into  a cleansing  room 
and  Health  Visitors’  office  was  deferred  indefinitely. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  upper  part  of  the  Hoole 
Welfare  Centre  be  converted  into  a flat  for  use  by  the  Health 
Visitor. 

Steps  were  taken  to  improve  the  heating  arrangements  at 
the  Overpool  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  for 
National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  to  be  maie 
available  at  Overpool  and  Little  Sutton  Welfare  Centres. 

On  27th  June,  1951,  the  Huntington  Welfare  Centre  was 
opened  at  the  Village  Hall,  Huntington,  where  Sessions  are  held 
fortnightly  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  of  each  month. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  Crosville  Motor  Services 
Ltd.,  for  the  provision  of  a ’bus  to  run  twice  monthly  between 
Ince,  Elton  and  Thornton-le-Moors,  and  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  Ellesmere  Port,  until  a building  suitable  for  holding  a 
Clinic  is  available  in  the  Ince  area. 

Day  Nurseries. 

Ellesmere  Port. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Ellesmere  Port  Urban 
District  Council  for  the  replanting  and  maintenance  of  the  gardens 
at  the  Ellesmere  Port  Day  Nursery  and  a decided  improvement 
was  effected. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  County  Staffing  and  Salaries 
Committee,  for  the  appointment  of  a Certificated  Nursery  Nurse 
in  place  of  a Probationer. 

During  the  year,  the  Nursery  was  broken  into  twice,  and  on 
the  second  occasion  the  burglars  (small  boys)  were  apprehended. 
Food  was  tampered  with,  but  nothing  taken  away. 

Attendances  were  maintained  during  the  year,  and  there 
were  no  major  interruptions  due  to  infectious  disease. 

Little  Sutton. 

During  the  year,  repairs  were  effected  to  the  chestnut 
fencing  at  this  Nursery. 
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Sickness  amongst  the  staff  during  the  year  combined  with 
normal  staff  holidays  imposed  a strain  on  the  staff  and  compli- 
cated the  general  maintenance  of  this  Nursery.  In  an  attempt  to 
alleviate  this  situation  a temporary  Nursery  Assistant  was  em- 
ployed during  the  holiday  season. 

Attendances  were  well  maintained  until  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  when  an  outbreak  of  Measles  in  tbe  district  affected  the 
Nursery. 

General. 

Consequent  upon  the  receipt  of  the  Comparative  Statement 
on  the  cost  of  Day  Nurseries  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1951, 
a Meeting  was  arranged  with  the  Matrons  of  both  Day  Nurseries, 
to  discuss  the  matters  involved. 

The  daily  costs  per  child  at  the  Day  Nurseries  during  the 
year  were:  —

Toys  to  the  value  of  £10  were  purchased  for  each  of  the 
two  Nurseries  and  successful  Christmas  Parties  were  held  for  the 
children.

Several  County  owned  cars  used  by  District  Nurse/Midwives 
received  minor  and  major  repairs,  and  a new  Ford  Anglia  car 
(8  h.p.)  was  delivered  to  the  District  Nurse,  Tilston.  The  old  car, 
a Morris  (8  h.p.)  was  sold  for  the  sum  of  £157. 

The  District  Nurse  at  Upton  was  supplied  with  a new 
bicycle  and  the  Nurse  at  Hoole  with  an  Autocycle,  for  their 
duties.

Measures  were  taken  to  publicise  immunisation  and  to  en- 
courage parents  to  take  advantage  of  the  services  available  for 
the  benefit  of  children.  It  was  decided  by  the  Committee  that  a 
Ref>ort  on  these  measures  be  circulated  to  each  Local  Authority 
and  General  Practitioner  in  the  Division.  Investigations  were  also 
made,  into  the  possibility  of  exhibiting  Film  Trailers  in  both  the 
Urban  and  Rural  areas  of  the  Division. 
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Total  fees  paid  for  the  period  1.7.50  — 31.12.51  amounted 
to  £617  15s.  Od.

A Sub -Committee  formed  to  review  the  existing  arrange- 
ments for  Ambulance  Services  in  the  Division  recommended  that 
the  staff  and  vehicle  establishments  be  increased  by  one  am- 
bulance, one  car,  two  drivers  and  one  attendant,  and  that  a new 
Def>ot  be  provided. 

It  was  agreed  that  an  area  of  land,  approximately  2,520 
square  yards,  should  be  acquired.  This  land  is  situated  on  the  site 
oi  the  proposed  Ellesmere  Port  Town  Centre  and  adjacent  to  the 
new  Fire  Station  Site. 

On  17th  April,  a new  Austin  16  h.p.  Sitting  Case  Car  was 
received  to  replace  the  Ford  10  h.p.  car  which  was  transferred  to 
a District  Nurse  in  the  Bebington  Division. 

Two  accidents  occurred  during  the  year  involving  the 
Humber  Ambulance  ajid  the  Standard  Sitting  Case  Car  respect- 
ively. 
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Safe  Driving  Diplomas  for  1950  were  presented  to  the 
following  drivers : — 

Stanley  Barratt;  Fred  Beautyman;  Leonard  Thomas  Lloyd. 

The  presentation  was  made  by  the  Chairman  at  a Mectiqig 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  and  the  Press  were  invited 
to  attend.  After  the  presentation  a further  award  was  received 
in  respect  of  a driver  (A.  Whitcley),  who  had  over  15  years’  safe 
driving  to  his  credit. 

As  the  result  of  the  resignation  of  a Sitting  Case  Car  Driver, 
an  Ambulance  Attendant  was  promoted  to  Sitting  Case  Car 
Driver  and  a new  Ambulance  Attendant  appointed  in  his  place.  A 
further  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  an  Ambulance 
Attendant  was  also  filled.

One  case  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
of  a person  unable  to  pay  deposit  and  rental  charges  in  con- 
nection with  the  loan  of  a wheel  chair.  It  was  resolved  to  waive 
the  charges. 

A new  shelter  was  provided  and  repairs  executed  on  a 
shelter  already  in  use. 

The  No.  3 Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  a further  visit  to 
the  Ellesmere  Port  District  from  24th  October,  1951,  to  28th 
December,  1951,  thus  providing  a valuable  aid  in  connection  with 
Prevention,  Care  and  After-care  in'  this  Division. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  admission  of  four  cases 
into  Convalescent  Homes  under  the  County  Council  Scheme,  two 
mothers  with  their  children  and  two  elderly  people  recovering 
from  illnessess. 

On  12th  September,  1951,  members  of  the  Committee  and 
officials  paid  a visit  to  Barrowmore  Hospital  and  Industries,  and 
were  extremely  impressed  with  the  excellent  work  carried  out  at 
this  establishment  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

There  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  number  of  appli- 
cations for  Domestic  Helps  and  the  number  of  cases  attended, 
in  the  Divisional  Area.  A review  of  these  cases  shows  that  over 
40  per  cent  of  the  cases  attended  during  the  financial  year 
1950-51,  were  old  age  pensioners.  A total  of  30,231  hours  were 
performed  and  contributions  were  received  to  the  amount  of 
£189  19s.  4d.  The  total  cost  to  the  County  Council  on  these  cases 
amounted  to  approximately  £2,833. 

Every  effort  was  made,  in  conjunction  with  the  Health 
Visitors,  to  keep  costs  down  to  a minimum  without  impairing  the 


efficiency  of  the  Service.

Twenty-four  cases  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  during  the  year.  In  six  cases,  no  reduction  was 
allowed;  in  ten  cases  the  contribution  was  reduced,  and  no  con- 
tribution was  re<juired  in  five  cases.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  — PART  III. 

In  my  capacity  as  the  Representative  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  I carried  out  my  usual  visits  of  inspection  'o 
Shotwick  House,  Great  Saughall.  Very  little  change  had  taken 
place  since  1950  and  the  excellent  conditions  of  this  Establish- 
ment continued  to  maintain  a high  level. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

During  Hoole  Festival  Week  a Baby  Show  was  held  at 
which  leaflets  and  posters  were  provided  for  exhibition  and 
distribution;  these  posters  and  remaining  leaflets  were  afterwards 
distributed  to  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Division. 

Posters  dealing  with  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 
and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  were  sent  to  Welfare  Centres  and 
Council  Offices  for  exhibition. 
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A Meeting  was  convened  by  the  Hoole  Old  People’s  Wel- 
fare Committee  at  which  -the  County  Welfare  Officer,  the  Deputy 
County  Medical  Officer,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  a Health 
Visitor  and  a District  Nurse  were  invited  to  give  short  addresses 
on  the  measures  taken  in  the  County  for  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  RESEARCH. 

Two  districts  within  the  Division  (Hoole  and  Tattenhall) 
were  selected  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  research,  which 
was  carried  out  with  regard  to  poliomyelitis. 

DIVISIONAL  OFFICE  STAFF. 

Consequent  upon  his  apptMntment  to  the  County  Health 
Department,  Mr.  A.  S.  Jones  resigned  his  position  as  Chief  Clerk 
to  the  Divisional  Committee,  as  from  1st  June,  1951. 

Five  applicants  on  the  short  list  were  interviewed  by  the 
Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
and  Mr.  G.  O.  Ellis  of  Oswestry  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created.  Mr.  Ellis  commenced  his  duties  on  25th  June,  1951. 

RE-NAMING  OF  DIVISIONAL  AREA. 

It  was  decided  to  recommend  the  County  Council  to 
change  the  name  of  the  Dvisional  Area  to  “South  West  Cheshire 
Division.”  The  approval  of  the  County  Health  Committee  was 
obtained  and  the  change  was  effected  during  the  week-ended
